in the ancient Italian port city. 


Rehabilitation of war wrecked Eu- 


rope is the aim that has brought 
more than 1,000 delegates and advisors 
and experts to the council table of 
the most ambitious international gath- 
ering- since Versailles. 


Failure, the creation of fresh riv- 


alries and international complications 
are predicted as the Genoa conference 
gets under Way, but many of the most 
astute statesmen of Europe, including 
Premier Lloyd George, are confident 
much good will be accomplished. 


STRANGE BEDFELLOWS 


For the first time since the war. 


late enemy states meet on an equal 
footing, bolshevist leaders, recognized 
as representatives of Russia, confer 
with allied statesmen and 
nations 


neutral during the war. as well 
as 


those born of the world conflict, have 
a. voice in deliberations concerning 
the -welfare of Europe and Asia. 


The United States will be absent, 


nnd already that absence has preju- 
diced success of the conference. 
But 


for the following reasons the United 
States cannot remain disinterested in 
the Genoa conclave: 


1. Accomplishment of its 
avowed 


object — economic restoration of Eu- 
rope, will open up trade channels to 
America. 
This alone will make it 


possible for Europe to p;iy her debts 
to the United States. 


2. Establishment of a basis for for- 


eign exchange, to he one of the first 
considerations 
at Genoa, will make 


possible American export trade. 
It 


will have an immediate effect upon 
'the unemployment situation in 
the 


United States. 


3. Each nation is 1o put its books 


in order and balance its budgets; this 
•will give the. United States an 
ac- 


curate indication of each countries fi- 
nancial standing. 


4. The French will introduce 
the 


question of inter-allied debts and the 
discussion is certain to lead around 
to the question of Europe's debt to 
America.

5. Recognition of Russia is to be 


the crux of the conference. The United 
States, having surrendered the initia- 
tive, will bo vitally effected by 
the 


stand taken by tho allies at Genoa 
toward the soviet government.

THE DUTY ON HIDES 


The American Farm Bureau has joined 


hands with the shoe dealers of the United 
States in an effort to prevent the adoption 
by the senate of a 15 per cent duty on 
hides as reported in the tariff bill by the 
senate finance committee. It is contended 
that economically there is no need for this 
duty and that its only effect can be to in- 
crease the price of shoes to the consumer, 
without any corresponding benefit to the 
farmer and stock raiser. It is argued that 
oven if the farmer did get a slight advance 
in price for hides, he would pay it back 
ten times over in the increased cost of 
shoes for himself-and family. 


On the surface it appears that the duty 


on hides will benefit no one but the large 
killers. They already control a large por- 
tion of the heavy leather business of the 
country, and the duty on hides would pave 
the way to giving thenl absolute control. 
Certainly a duty on hides is not needed to 
protect the stock raising industry. 
C'attle 


are raised, sold and bought for their meat, 
not for their hides. 
It is wholly impro- 


bable that the buyer would pay the farmer 
anything additional for stock because of 
a tariff on hides. If there were any ben- 
efit from a tariff he would absorb it him- 


self- 


What/ the country needs is shoes at a 


lower and not at a higher price. Just as 
soon as the price is lowered more shoes 
will be sold, more hides will be used, our 
exports will be increased, and the farmer 
will get more for his hides. 
To increase 


the price of shoes would inevitably reduce 
shoe consumption, make leather a drug on 
the market and reduce the income from 
hides to the farmer. 


There is hardly any question that free 


shoes and free leather -will be of trreater 
economic benefit to the people of the Unit- 
ed States. It will mean cheaper shoes to 
the consumer, it will mean that the stock 
raiser will receive just as much if not more 
for his hides and that the shoe manufactur- 
ing and export business of the United 
States will increase. The shoe industry isonc 
which will thrive best without hot-house 
stimulation. The intermediaries — that 
is. the packers, the buyers of hides—alone 
stand to profit by a duty on hides. 
The 


cattle raiser and t.he shoe buyer stand to 
lose. Their interests are vastly more im- 
portant and should be conserved in the 
pending tariff legislation.

WHY ARE PIMPLES? 


Shakespeare gave free rein to his romantic imac- 


ination when he adorned one of his characters with 
the rose of youth and equipped the reluctant school- 
boy with a shining morning face. It isn't quite nor- 
mal for a boy or girl to produce no crop of pimples 
in the 'teens. 


The ordinary crop? of pimples appearing about 


the forehead, chin, cheeks, and sometimes on the 
chest and hack, along with a more or less excessive 
excretion of oil by the skin nnd visible comedones 
(blackheads or whiteheads), in the piping time of 
youth, may be looked upon a-s a rather wholesome 
sign. There are several advantages in such a crop, 
and no serious drawbacks save the painful blow 
to the youngster's vanity or pride. For one thing, 
a crop of pimples affords Mrs. Gamp a grand op- 
portunity to whisper Mrs. Harris's opinions and be- 
liefs about such cases, and maybe to take a wallop 
at the moral character of the child in an insinuat- 
ing way. 
The direct cause of a pimple is of course the same 


as the cause of a boil or an abscess of a carbuncle, 
in vasion of the skin tissues by one or more of the 
severl strains of cocci which are more or less con- 
stantly present on the surface of our skins and 
which have the faculty of inducing suppuration (pus 
formation). In some instances of obstinate outcrop- 
pings of pimples of an indolent, boil like character, 
much benefit may lie derived from a course of 
treatment with bacterins (bacterial "vaccines" as 
they are improperly called) prepared for the phy- 
sician from cultures of the bacteria present in the 
individual case. The bacterial origin 
of pimples 


should be borne in mind by the victim, whose own 
fingers so frequently serve as industrious garden- 
ers, transplanting, sowing and growing new pimples 
from the first one which is so affectionately fin- 
gered. The rule of asepsis applies here, as in the 
care of boils, carbuncles, erysipelas or any other 
pus germ infection: Touch not. If you break this 
rules, then your own comfort and safety as well as 
that 'of othe'rs, hinges on the promptness and the 
thoroness with which you wash your hands with 
soap and water after the breech. 


In youth the sebaceous glands of the skin, which 


elaborate the oil which keeps the skin soft, smooth. 
warm and clear, are not only working at top pitch 
but developing rapidly to keep pace with the extra- 
ordinary rapid increase in square surface at this 
period of our growth. Often, in fact almost physi- 
ologically, this development of the sebaceous glands 
outstrips the'general growth to a degree, the epi- 
thelial cells lining the gland ducts multiply too fast, 
resulting in more or less obstruction, retention of 
sebum, --ivhitcheads. and if the material becomes dis- 
colored with dust or grime, blackheads.

What is it? 
Mastoiditis is the name given to an 


overflow of pus from 
an 
inflamed 


"middle ear" into the mastoid cavities, 
which lie directly back of and hori- 
zontal to the ear. 


There are three parts to the ear. 
We see only tho outer ear, 
that 


part of the human anatomy 
which 


transmits sound to the middle car. 
This is the eardrum resembling in 
function the vibration 
above the needle on a 


plate 
just 


dictaphone. 


The inner ear serves as the needle of 
the human dictaphone and the brain 
is the record. 


INNER EAR 


The inner car is where the most 


delicate parts of the car are located. 
It contains the nerves which 
trans- 


mit the sound impulses to the brain. 


Tho middle car is also 
connected 


with the back of the throat by means 
of the eustachian tubes. 
When the 


throat or ear becomes inflamed, this 
is a source of considerable danger. 


The worst feature about mastoiditis 


is that nearly any infection or 
in- 


flammation either in the ear itself.or 
in the nose or throat, anything from 
an ulcerated tooth to a common cold 
may start the disease. 
It gives little 


warning, except for the feeling 
of 


stuffiness that accompanies 
almost 


every cold. 


When a case develops, an 
opera- 


tion is almost 
always 
necessary, 


since the pus in the ' cavities, 
be- 


sides causing considerable 
distress, 


may seep through to the brain. Tlv.it 
may result in death or insanity. 


The operation is a serious one but 


not uncommon. 
One attack of mas- 


toiditis does not render the 
victim 


immune to later ones.

money or 


tho want of it. Old Perth, round-house 
foreman at Wandon, had helped me 
in fixing the responsibility of a short- 
age in the freighting oi engine oil 
'from an eastern firm, and perhaps on 
, that account, or from some sort of af- 
finity, we became . fast 
friends. 
Of 


course, and quite naturally, an ex-dis- 


• patcher like myself and an old engi- 
, neer like Perth could hardly escape 
feeling an interest in each other; and 
besides. Perth was a man of good in- 
tellect and eminently worthy of culti- 
vation. I rarely passed through Wan- 
don wtihout going over to the round- 
house and shops to see him. 


Sitting one day in his little office, 


which looked on the one hand into 
tho 
engine-room, with 
its 
sixteen 


stalls, and on the other into the re- 
pair-shop, with its cranes, steam-ham- 
mers, lathee, and litter of 
engine 


parts, he told me the story of Katie 
Lyon's great ride during Long Blan- 
ket's raid, and her race for life in the 
buffalo stampede. 
"It was the first trip I ever fired an 


engine," he said. "I was then a green 
lump of a boy, only a couple of yeaj-s 
off the 
farm. Most railroaders, you 


know, came from the corn-fields, espe- 
c.ally in the west. Eighteen months 
jfi the shops at Omaha had given me 
t^n ambition to push my way toward 


the throttle as fast as possible, and 
wipers and firemen being plenty in 
my quarter, 
I came on out to the 


mountain division, and went into the 
roundhouse at Ludder. That was way 


W 


to b« called out to guard the 


railroad and defenseless settlements. 
Then came the general attack led by 
Chief Long Blanket on the north and 
by Black Calf-from the south.. That 
brought to light the real stuff of most 
of us, and it was then I found out the 
true-blue steel of which Katie 'was 
made. She used to come up to the sta- 
tion almost every time that her fath- 
er came in with his engine,and would 
usually climb into the cab and mount 
the fireman's seat, and ringr the bell 
while I run the engine into the house. 
When Lyon wasn't looking, I remem- 
ber, I used to let her hold the throttle 
as we went down to the round-house 
switch. She could always do almost 
anything with me. 


ELL, one September morning ? 
report 
came from 
the front 


that the men on construction 


had been having a warm, time with 
the redskins and wanted help. Three 
troops of the Third cavalry were in 
camp on the creek a mile or so from 
Ludder, and a messenger was sent all 
speed to notify them. Old Fort Chand- 
ler lay oft to the southwest of us 
about fifteen miles, and the blueshirts 
had been brought near the track in 
order that they might strike quickly, 
for disturbing rumors had be«n com- 
ing in for some weeks of a general 
uprising of the savages. Major Holme 
had gone west from Fort Chandler in 
search of Black Calf and his band, 
leaving the troops at the fort reduced 
to a small number—three companies, 
under the command of Captain Pope, 
having 
been detached 
to guard the 


railroad 
and settlement 
at Ludder. 


Black Calf, however, had given Holme 
the slip, and was making a long de- 
tour to the south and east to strike 
us at the division station; but all 
were ignorant of this. Reports had 
come in that Long Blanket, with a 


again, but cautiously, Lyon watching 
he track ahead of us like a hawk, 
hia hand on the throttle lever, while 
3ope and every boy' in blue on the 
rain stood on the alert for a whack 
at the unseen enemy. Soon we found 
another break; a half dozen rails had 
jeen pulled up. After we had repaired 
,hat, We found another break, and an- 
other, and another, and time slipped 
away into the afternoon, and we were 
making no progress. 


"Pope came and rode in the engine. 


There's a wooden trestle about three 
miles from 
here.' 
said 
Lyon. 'If 


they've burned that, then the game is 
up: we'll never get to the front. The 
trestle is beyond the big bend ahead 
there. Hello! there's some more rails 
pulled up.' 
" 'Long Blanket and his band are 


going west.' said the Captain. 
'Evi- 


dently the chief's idea is to destroy 
so much track that it will take the 
company several days to make re- 
pairs; meanwhile he will try to con- 
nect with the Indians at the front and 
strike the construction men a heavy 
blow. I'm of half a mind to mount 
the boys and go after him. If the 
trestle is burned. I will do so. Yellow 
Sky of the Shoshones is the chap who 
s leading the deviltry, I fancy, out 
at the front.' 


"Now. as later information revealed- 


the men at the front were taking care 
of themselves, and also of Yellow Sky, 
n fine style, while we. the rescuers, 
were in peril; and affairs back at Lud- 
der. where 
v/e 
thought 
everything 


quiet and secure, were alarming to 
the last degree. Within nn hour after 
our leaving the division station. Black 
Calf, with a band 
of 200 painted 


braves, appeared south of the town. 


back in the sixties, when the first i band of warriors, had been seen ir 
road wag being 
pushed across the 


western half of the continent. Indians 


buffalo and soldiers were very 


much in evidence in tnose days, and 
the line, instead of running clean and 
well 
ballasted 
through 
a civilized 


land, wormed its way across 300 miles 
o. bunch-grass and sage-brush, and 
through another 500 of mountains, a 
•vvorkl of solitude 
peopled 
only by 


creatures of solitude. 


"There was some question as to 


whether Ludder would continue as a 
divisional point, and, partly on ac- 
count 
of its 
possible 
removal, the 


roundhouse had been constructed of 
wood instead of brick. The building 
contained stalls for eight engines, and 
•etoocl some 200 feet from a creek. In- 
to the creek emptied an IS-inch drain. 
carrying off the waste water when we 
washed out the engine boilers. _But 
for this drain it is probable that Katie 
Lyon would never have ta.ken her 
memorable ride.

Tho rather 
indefinite homee of the company's em- 
ployes at Ludder consisted, in most 
instances, of sod huts and flimsy pine 
cottages. Lyon's home lay a quarter 
of a mile down the creek, where he

ish, and as whimsical and lively as 
thistledown. 
I remember—you 
can 


hardly fancy how clearly—of often 
looking down from the entire house 
and seeing the girl and the two little 
chaps playing at all sorts of pranks 
in the pasture below the house. Ont 
day it would be 'circus,' with Katie, 
on the mare, sometimes standing up. 
urging the, animal round a. circle, with 
one twin as ring-master and the other 
as clown or 'tumbler:' another day if 
would be 'cow-boy.' with one of the 
twins or Katie on the marc and 'rop- 
ing' the Jersey calf or cow or one °t 
the children. Once, when 9 years old, 
Katie had been to see a circus, back 
in Iowa, and memory of it still flamed 
in her mind with something of the 
glory of a great torch seen against 
the sky. In eastern Nebraska, after- 
ward, she had seen the knights of the 
eombrero and lariat at work, and had 
found them picturesque and remark- 
able. Imitation is the child's part, so 
they played at that which 
seemed 


most fanciful in their world. Lyon oc- 
casionally 
asked 
his 
daughter. In 


teasing vein, if she had yet decided 
which she was best cut out for. a cir- 
cus-rider or a cowboy. 
But Katie's 


equcstria.n wea.kness ultimately served 
the little community a. very good turn 
Indeed. 


"During those days Indians were 


not quite so thick as grass- 


hoppers, but 
uncomfortably numer- 


ous, and not yet corralled on reser- 
vations as now. Buffalo In uncounted 
thousands gra«d on the plains and in 
the wide entrances of the mountain 
valleys all the way from Texas to 
Montana. Wild horses roamed In free- 
dom and the 
antelo/ie 
and coyote 


•were not afraid. It was beautiful. 


"But 
that order of things had been 


touched with change; the roar of the 
Jocomwtive began to reverberate In 
tho solitudes, and the first criminal 
slaughterers of the b*on herds had 
begun their awful work. The Indians 


resentful and troublesome. --" 


the IOTV foothills north of the track, 
some twenty miles west of us, and 
Pope was 
preparing 
to swing 
his 


force against them, when word came 
that his men were needed at the front 
eighty miles west. 


"The 
superintendent of construc- 


tion, who was at the front, had sent 
'.he message. It came by wire, early 
in the morning, and within the hour 
Pope was at 
the station 
with his 


troops. The horses and luggage were 
hurriedly loaded into box-cars, most 
of the boys boarded other box-cars, 
while two flat cars were thrown into 
the center of the train, each bearing 
a mounted

of soldiers. 
Kngine 40 


was brought out, and 
hooked on 


ahead. Her fireman being sick. I was 
ordered to go with Lyon and fire the 
engine.

"Nearly every one in he straggling 


village of Ludder came out to see us 
off. Lyon's wife, with the twins and 
anxious face, was there; and while 
Lyon was oiling round. Katie climbed 
up into the cab and slipped a revol- 
ver under the cushion of the fireman': 
seat. 'It's father's; you may need it. 
Joe,' she, said, and laughed over her 
shoulder to me as she jumped to the 
ground from the gangway. I grinned 
and blushed, little realizing how and 
where I should next meet this mad 
cap maid. 


"About 9 o'clock we rolled out of 


the station, with a crowd of women 
and children and eight 
or ten men 


cheering us, and 
began 
swinging 


away toward the west. The track was 
new and in poor shape for fast run 
ning; but Lyon let the 40 have her 
head, his dark eyes glistening, as he 
watched the rails ahead. The country 
swept away to north and south in 
scarcely perceptible swells—an ocean 
of fading 
grass, 
yellow-green 
and 


dreamy in the 
tender 
heat. Vast 


masses of snow-pure clouds drifted in 
the sky, while before us. in the west. 
and curving 
toward the. northeast 


rose the 
lilac-colored heaps of the

B got on swimmingly for per 
haps« twenty 
miles, 
then we 


struck a break—two rails had 


been pried loose from the tics am 
thrown by the right-of-way. It looket 
bad. By the merest chance we escaped 
being ditched. On the north side o 
the track, and extending for miles to 
ward the west. began a series of low 
foothills—so low 
that they 
seemed 


much like the gentle swells of a lazy 
sea. Here and there through this un 
dulating plateau 
sharp coulees had 


been cut by the summer waters o' 
the distant 
mountains, 
though 
the 


steam-beds were now dry or carrying 
little fluid. Pope mounted to the top 
of a box-car and scanned the region 
with his glass, but. no Indians or oth 
er marauders were in sight.

"In the 
thrill and horror of the 


prospect. I did not regard my imme- 
diate surroundings, until we sudden-

stopped. Then I saw that a large 
body of Indian horsemen were rid- 
ing" at a gallop westward 
on 
the 


north side of the track. Long Blan- 
ket and his braves, caught in their 
work of tearing up the track, were 
trying to get beyond th« range of the 
stampede. 


"The trestle was some fifty feet in 


length, 
and 
apparently 
stretched 


across the almost dry bed of what 
had 
once been a small river. The 


stringers and ties at the highest

LL told, there were something 
like twentyfive men and boys 
and perhaps a hundred women 


and children in the village. All these, 
in wild excitement, hurried to the 
roundhouse, as being the only possi- 
ble place of defense, and where they 
might be together.

mand. They put .-,11 the children and 
most of the women—for some of the 
latter fought sid" by Bide with the 
men—into the ash-pits, so that bul- 
lets coming 
through the 
walls or 


doors passed over their heads. Mrs. 
Lyon held her place with the fight- 
ers, while at her command. Katie and 
the twins crouched in one of the pits. 
There were two engines in the house, 
one with steam up. 


"A little after noon flip redskins 


massed a.gainst'the big doors, making 
a, mad attempt to rush their way in. 
It was then that Laner did a remark- 
able thing. He suddenly jumped up 
into the cab of the 53, the engine with 
steam on. and yelled to the men to 
open the doors before her. As the 
doors swung back he jerked the throt- 
tle wide open and leaped off.

The building would certainly 
be burned by the Indians, and the 
lives of all the whites be lost in mas- 
sacre! If there were only some means 
of getting word to the fort, or to Pope 
and his men. Katie heard this, and 
five minutes later disappeared. 


"Presently a boy in the ash-pit cried 


that someone was halloing through 
the drain-pipe. A man bent down and 
listened, then called Mrs. Lyon.
